1. I \ LIAISON Dorothy Fosdiclc, Permanent 

Subcommittee on Investigations, Senate Government Operations 
Committee staff, called and asked what we knew about the story of 
the U. S. Embassy in Moscow being radiated. She said that she would 
need an answer soonest from us for Senator Henry M« Jackson (D. , Wash.), 
this afternoon if at all possible. Later, I called back and said we 
would not be able to provide anything until tomorrow and she made it 
clear she did not want anyone on the Hill receiving the information 
before she had received it for Senator Jackson. 


2. | LIAISON Called Les Janka, NSC staff, to 

determine what action was being taken in connection to the story of 
the U.S. Embassy in Moscow. He said he would read himself in on 
the problem and get back to us soonest. 


3. LIAISON Called Kempton Jenkins, 

Congressional Liaison staff. Department of State, to learn what the 
Department had done with respect to the Moscow Embassy story. He 
said they were hopeful there would not be posturing on the issue since 
there is some movement by the Russians and hoped they did not have 
to comment until Wednesday. I told him the pressure was building on 
us and we would have to be responsive.
